Sebastian Ruppert married Barbara (11-21-1808)-(9-17-1877). 
Nothing can be found out about Sebastian so he must have died in 
Germany before the Family came to America.

The Family came over from Baden Germany in the 1860's. The 
first two groups came around 1663 with Geneveive, Elizabeth, and 
Charles Ruppert in these groups. In about 1866 the third group came 
with John, Josephine, Catherine, and. Helena Ruppert and also their 
mother Barbara Ruppert in this group. There was another brother 
that came over with the first group but decided to stay in the New 
York area so all contact was lost with him. 

The Family lived for short whiles in New York and then Pennsyl- 
vania before coming to Illinois. They settled on a Farm east of 
Evansville Il. around 1870. Barbara is buried in the old Catholic 
Cemetery in Evansville Il.

Josephina (Josephine) Ruppert (5-1634)-(3-6-1915) married John 
Barth. They had no Children. They are buried east of Belleville, Il.
